Gen. R uger—I want all the had yo ung 
men.

[To Crazy Head] I want yo ur bo y, to o . 
Pretty Eagle—We will go back to o ur 
camp. 
Gen. Ruger—The great father sent me to 
take the bad yo ung men, and I must have 
them. 
They shan't be hurt, but must be 
punished. 
Pretty Eagle—We will go back and talk to 
the medicine man. 
Gen. Ruger—That is all I have to say. 
Pretty Eagle and the o ther chiefs then re­ 
turned to their camp.

F. ¿.uitphain and L ieut J. B.

Swo rd-Bearer’s bo dy was bro ught into camp, 
but the o ther Indians are o nly repo rted dead. 
Ho st o f the Indians circled abo ut ar d re­ 
turned to the agency, mixing with the o ther 
camps.

W H A T 
INVENTOR EDISON SAYS. 


The Next Im po rta nt Inventio n — Cheap 
M o tive Po w er—Labo r Q uestio n. 
I asked Edison “ W hat is to b e the ten­ 
dency of invention (luring the next quar­ 
ter of a century?” 
“ The next invention, I think,” he said, 
“ is likely to b e the turning of coal into 
motive power without the mediation of 
fitearn. 
I am now at work on a machine 
called the pyro-magnetic dynamo for this 
purpose—to get electricity directly from 
coal. 
Almost all of our availab le cnergv 
is in wood and coal. 
We get it out at a 
terrib le waste. 
As four-fifths of the heat 
in a fire place goes up the chimney and 
only one-fifth out into the room where it 
is wanted, so ab out three-fourfhs of tie* 
energy in coal is lost in getting at the 
other fourth. 
Coal can b e turned ini 
mediately into electricity—I have demon 
strated that—and I will know in a short 
time whether it can lx? done commer 
dally—that is, without costing more than 
it comes to. 
If my idea can la* realized, 
a steamer that now b urns 1/30 tons of 
coal a day will b urn twenty-five tons in­ 
stead. 
Very certain I am that the whole 
tendency of invention for the last thirteen 
years of this century will b e directed to­ 
ward economy of motive power. ’ ’ 
“ W hat do you think of the Keelv 
motor?” 
“ I have never seen it. so I have no 
opinion ab out it. 
But all the results he 
is said to have ob tained can b e got from 
compressed air. 
All the air in this room 
ran b e condensed into a liquid that could 
l*e carried in a filb ert shell, and its explo­ 
sive force would b o tremendous. 
Skill­ 
fully released and reconstructed it would 
move a great machine.” 
“ When motive power gets to lx* four 
times as cheap as it is, Mr. Edison, what 
will b ecome of the lab oring man?” 
“ He will b e enriched b y it. 
Machin­ 
ery will b e b is slave. 
See how machin­ 
ery has multiplied in the b ust fifty years. 
-Vs a direct result, workingmen get 
doub le the wages they did then and tlu* 
necessities of life cost only half iis much. 
In other words, a hand worker can to­ 
day b uy four times as much with ten 
hours ot work as his father could lift v 
years a g o . 
For the first time in the 
world’s history a skilled mechanic can 
b uy a b arrel of flour with a single day’s 
work. 
The machinery in the United 
States represents the lab or of 1,000,000,- 
000 m en—or fifty times as much lab or 
asT that of all the men in the country. 
W hen motive power Is still 
further 
cheapened—say in another generation— 
1 b elieve that the unskilled' lalxirer. if 
sob er and industrious, can have a house 
of his own, and a horse and carriage, 
and a lib rary and a piano. 
It is terrib le 
stupidity that leads some lab oring men 
to suppose that machinery is their foe. 
It is the thing that gives them independ­ 
ence and even freedom. 
W ithout m a­ 
chinery society would drift into the con­ 
dition of master and slave; the m ultipli­ 
cation of machinery means fo r every 
worker more fo o d, better clo thes, better 
ho use, less work. 
In fact, I believe that 
the indefinite increase of machinerv is 
go ing to solve what fo lks call ‘the labo r 


The P o ta to flug In G erm a ny . 
The potato b ug made twoHiinultnneoiiK 
apjiearanees in Germany this year, one 
in » Saxony and one in Hanover.

German government at once had men at 
work, who carefully picked all the hugs 
and larva* off the plants. 
The stems of 
the vines were then cut off and placed in 
b askets lined with sacking, which wen* 
thoroughly soaked in b enzine oil and 
b uried deep in the ground. 
After this 
the land was plowed twelve or fourteen 
inches deep and well harrowed, and the 
surface picked over for any insects that 
might lx* on it. 
Finally the land was 
saturated with b enzine oil. 
In one case 
eight acres and in the other three-quar­ 
ters of an acre had to lie treated in this 
w ay.—New York » Sun.

At last it was finished* 
As there were 
b ut five holes for seven prisoners, two 
would b e ob liged to remain in b lind 
agony while their cornpanions were lxring 
dispatched. 
Five men were accordingly 
thrust forward with the stuv<*s and fists 
of the lx » lice; each man was made to 
squat on a mound, his clothes—if filthy, 
tattered rags could lie called clothes 
stripped from his shoulders, his hands 
tied b ehind his b ack and his head pushed 
forward over the hole. 
Our feelings at this awful 
mo ment can 
b etter lx* imagined than describ ed, b ut I 
think we felt quite as much pity for the 
two jxxir wretches left alone to listen to 
what was going on, without that artificial 
aid to fortitude which the sight of a crowd 
sometimes gives, as for their companions 
on their death seats.

The principle of the indentructib ilitv 
o f m atter impresses manufacturers of 
classes. 
It is somewhat allegorical to say 
so , hut a Kt<x*r is driven into a stock car 
at his native ranch, and shortly after he 
is distrib uted over the country as dressed 
b eef, canned licef, glue, horn comb s, horn 
b uttons, 
neatsfoot 
oil, oleomargarine, 
plasterer’s hair, leather and fertilizing 
material. 
The same way is with n cot­ 
ton plant, which does duty as cotton 
c loth, a good imitation of jute m atting, 
:ls cotton seed oil, as oil cake for feeding 
cattle when the oil is pressed out, and 
even the little cotton filx-r which attaches 
to the seed is neatly jxx'led off and used 
in the m anufacture of the clothing m a­ 
terial known as shoddy. 
In the tob acco m anufacturing b usiness, 
for many years, the steins taken from 
the leaves were so much waste, except 
the small proportion that found its way 
into the very coarse grades of smoking 
toliacco, for which there is no longer a 
market. 
From the nicotine in the stems 
is now extracted, b y steaming, what is 
known as “ sheep w ash,” a liquid foi 
killing vermin that infest sheep. 
This 
alone saves the wool interests of America 
millions of dollars annually, in checking 
various diseases. 
The stems, even after 
this process, are found to lx: an invalu­ 
ab le fertilizer, and the great western to­ 
b acco manufacturers ship to the impov­ 
erished farms of the eastern states thou­ 
sands of lx» les annually of tob acco stems.
